In the Mechanics’ hall, Third street, 
Wednesday night, there was a repre- 
sentative meeting, composed of about 
one hundred citizens, in reply to thé 
call to organize a municipal league. 

A large number of prominent gen- 

tlemen were present, including Ald. 
Walker and Smith, and other leading 
ratepayers, 
_ The interest taken in the proceed- 
ings, however, was not great, and to- 
wards the close there were lengthy 
periods of silence while the chairman 
waited for ot an tiara from the au- 
hence, 

The meeting was called to order by 
Judge Harland, and after F, T. Fisher 
had been nominated as chairman, and 


declined, Judge Harland was chosen 
to the position, 
Chairman's Remarks. 


The chairman outlined the objecte 
of the meeting. He said that last fall 
he had been allied with the east end 
movement, and now he was glad to 
be connected with a movement that 
should do away with any ill feeling 
engendered at that time, The time 
had passed for “catch as catch can” 
politics, and now there were to be or- 
ganizations to nominate candidates 
for mayor and for aldermen. The 
speaker criticised the eity charter, and 
~aail the time had come for its amend- 
ment. The people wanted the com- 
missioners to be appointed by the 
council, that the police department 
should be under the control of the 
council, that the entire council should 
be elected at one time, not half each 
year, The new organization would 
bring out many features that would 
develop from time to time. 

Secretary Appointed. 

were three nominations for 
secretary, George 8. Armstrong, Wm. 
Macadams, and Andrew H. Allan. 
On suggestion of Ald. Smith, that a 
west end secretary be appointed, as 
the chairman was an east end man,

Mr. Allan was unanimously chosen. 
Motion to Organize, 
F, W. Brown moved that the meet- 


ing organize itself into an association 
to be known as the Edmonton Rate- 
payers’ League, 

The motion was second by Mr.

Weeks asked what was to be 
the objects of the league, and the 
chairman replied it was to elect a 


mayor and aldermen, to have control 
of municipal polities, to secure purer 
administration for the eity, 

Mr. Bellamy’s View. 


Thos, Bellamy, being called upon, 
tiiought, though there might have 
been misrmanagement, there had not 


been any graft. If the league aceom- 
plished what the chairman outlined, 
it would really be the governing body, 
not the council, It was like putting 
the cart before the horse. He suggest- 
ed rather that the league be an advis- 
al board to the council. 
Mr. Clegg disapproved of the part 
<m the association platform to secure 
pure government, The inierence was 
that we had not now pure govern- 
as 
Allan suggested that the words 
goad government” be substituted. 
There was no reflection on the pres- 
ent administration, but the object was 
only to assure the citizens of their 
safety from grait. 

The chairman defended the presum- 
ed platform of the association against 
the criticisms of ex-Alderman  Bel- 
lamy. 

Mr. Fisher's Views. 

F. T, Fisher, being called upon, said 
he had come to learn, not to speak, 
The great parties in Canada and Great 


Britain, he said, in answer to the 
chairman, were not organized so 
much to get on top as to see that 


great principles are carried out in the 
civie government, So it should be 
with this organization—its object 
should not be to get on top, but to 
carry out its principles. Edmonton, 
though she might have been misman- 
aged in her civic government, occu- 
pied a prominent place in Canada, 
and was looked upon as a progressive 
city. We should, therefore, be care- 
ful what action we took. The city 
charter had been carefully considered 
and when being drawn, the failures 
of other cities had been considered 
he council should be executive, not 
administrative. To put the comumis- 
sioners under the power of the coun- 
cil would be to bring them under 
every ward heeler, and take us back 
to the period of the old charters of 
years ago im less uy date cities. 
We wanted to find o r platform,

Tokio, Oct, 16.-—Count Okuma, who 
in the first stage of the immigration 
troubles in America strongly disap- 
proved of the, government’s pacific at- 
titude, now practically admits that 
the radical utterances of both sides 
was largely prompted by politics. 

In an interview yesterday, Count 
Okuma said that Americans misun- 
derstand the Japanese, who are as- 
tounded vat the utterances of Ameri- 
cah newspapers, Reports of the pos- 
sibility of war, he said, have always 
emanated in the United States, and 
very naturally are copied by the news- 
papers of Japan.

FINANCIAL STRINGENCY A 
DOSE OF BAD MEDICINE. 


R,. .G. Dun & Co.'s Manager Says 
West Will Be the Better of It— 
Speaks of Crop. 


Winnipeg, Oet. 16.—‘I have every 
confidence in the future of this west- 
em country and of Winnipeg, and this 
little stringency in the money market 
is like a dose of medicine, we don’t 
like, but which will do us a world of 
good,.”’ 

This was the way W, B. Mathews, 
manever of the R. G. Dun & Co,, 
summed up the eondition of affairs all 
through: the western country. 

‘People in Winnipeg may be pesei- 
mistie but tose in the country are 
the very opposite,’ he continued, 
“and from all reports I have heard 
and from what IT have learned while 
out'in the country, the farmers ap- 
péar to be optimistic. Real estate in 
the city and through the west do not 
seem to have depreciated to any ex- 
tent, In the Edmonton district the 
crop ‘will be light, but around Saska- 
toon the‘farmers are quite satisfied 
with the present. conditions. 

“T have been told that on one farm 
tonty bushels of wheat to the acre 
were harvested aad sixty of barley, 
There are some bad spots in the 
country and also good ones all over 
the west. 

“Although the wheat crop is not as 
large this year as it has been in pre- 
vious years, the higher price will, in 
my opinion, bring just as much mon- 
ey into the country. 

“Last year was a bumper one’ ior 
nearly every business. For instance, 
the implement agents never had such 
good sales, Thinking the following 
year would be just as good large ord- 
ers were sent in. 

“The exceptional winter came on, 
and the machinery was delayed in 
transit and it was late in arriving, 
but at the same time the agent had 
to make payments. Theu came the 
late spring, poor growing summer and 
the unfavorable fall for hervesting. 
But in spite of these weather condi- 
tions it looks as if we would realize 
as much from the country as before. 

“This stringency in the money mar- 
ket will do a world of good, It will 
place business on a more substantial 
basis and tend to do away with the 
long terms heretofore given, It will 
be good for the credit system of the

“It may be that the farmers will 
seu that it is better not to depend too 
much on wheat, but go in more for 
miexd farming.

Winnipeg Tribune.—That wireless 
telegraphy should be a commercial 
suvcess in the Sandwich Islands be. 
fote it has become so on the mainland 
of any one of the continents, may 
come as @ surprise to those people 
who have become skeptical after so 
many years of failure to reach that 
long-promised achievement in the 
electric communications of the world. 

Nevertheless, it may be accepted as 
a fact that the transmission of wire- 
less messages between the Hawaian 
Islands at a regular and uniform rate 
of 15 cents a word is just a matter of 
business there as the use of the tele- 
phone or ordinary telegraph here 

Frederick J. Cross, a brother 
W. W. Cross, of Winnipeg, who 
how visiting here, is the man 
has made wireless -telegraplty from 
Honolulu possible among the other 
islands of the group. Mr. Cross was 
formerly in association with Marconi 
and wags sent to Honolulu to estab- 
lish the wireless system.

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HOW BURN WON OUT. 


The Vangonver News-Advertiser gives 
the following account of the fifteen mile 
Marathon race between Burn and Chand- 
jer, on Saturday last: 

Atter running almost even for 14 4-4 
miles, Arthur J. Burn, of Calgary, cham- 
pion of western Canada, sprinted up the 
home stretch, winning from W. K. 
Chandler, of the Vancouver Athletic 
club, Pacific coast champion, by 75 yards 
at the Point yesterday afternoon, The 
official time tor the fifteen miles was 
1.28.54 1.5.. 

The runners might well feel proud of 
the mark made, their time comparing 
very favorably with the A, A. U. time 
for the fifteen miles, which is 1.28.11 4 
‘They also smashed the record of 1,33 
for the same distance made in Seattle by 
Chandler ih June last. The professional 
record, Which has stood for fifty-five 
sears, was made by J. Howlitt, at Isling- 
ton, Eng. This time was 1.22. 

‘rhe weather conditions were not of the 
hest, the cool raw easterly wind being 
against the runners. But for this a new 
world’s record would undoubtedly have 
heen established, It was a pretty race 
for tourteen miles, the men being on 
even terms throughout that distance, It 
Was apparent, however, when that mark 
was reached, and Burn was still trailing 
a foot behind that the local man could 
not come under the tape ahead. At the 
tweltth mite he made desperate efforts 
to distance Burn, fully realizing that the 
Calgary man elways has a sprint left in 
him for the last few hundred yards. He 
pulled ahead about twenty yards, but 
could not keep up the pace. Burn grad- 
ually overcame the lead, and from then 
till the commencement of the finaltlap, 
ran at Chandler's elbow, Burn, who ran 
well the whole way, pulled ahead of the 
coast champion in the [9th lap, and grad- 
ually increased his lead. On the start of 
the last lap he was twenty yards to the 
good when he crossed the line, and in- 
creased this to forty yard+ before the 
hack stretch was covered, He sprinted 
up the home stretch, falling over the 
tape just as Chandler entered the stretch. 

Burn surprised the 2,000 spectators 
gathered to witness the race when he 
opened up in the last lap and sprinted 
home, Never before in the history of 
athletics in British Columbia has such 
wonderful running been witnessed, While 
breathing heavily, Burn did not appear 
at all distressed, ane after awaiting 
(handler’s arrival, shook hands with the

local man and then walked down the 
track to the club house. Burn’s work 
was remarkable, He is a marvel and 


could make the best men in the business 
hustle, He has an easy style when run- 
ning, a very short stride and uses re- 
markable judgment, Although seven 
miles is his favorite distance he demon- 
strated that he can gu fifteen miles and 
run strong all the way. 
Chandler, although defeated, deserves 
great credit for his showing, Handi- 
capped as he was, suffering from a sore 
foot, he never faltered, and kept up a 
lively pace from start to finish. With the 
exception of the first, fourth and ninth 
laps, Chandler set the pace all the way 
isurn contenting himself with jogging 
along a foot behind. Chandler has a long 
easy stride, and never changed his style 
throughout the race, running with his 
hands down by his side and his head and 
shoulders thrown forward, It was in the 
sprint that Burn won, and local club 
men knowing this urged Chandler to 
make an effort to pull out a sufficient 
lead to offset this, But the local man was 
not equal to the oceasion and could not 
cut down Burn’s lead in the last two 
laps,

CANADIANS SHOULD EXCEL. 

Altred Shrubb, the English long dis- 
tance runner says; “There is no reason 
in the world for the inferiority of the 
Canadian distance runners to English. 
In England the climate is perhaps more 
favorable for the production of long- dis- 
tance men than the climate of certain 
parts of Canada, But Canada is a large 
country, Distance etn need to train 
where it is cool, Your men make a mis- 
take by training during the warm wea- 
ther. They ought to condition during 
the winter, In summer they should con- 
fine their work to racing. 

“A distance man, and by that I mean 
a Man Who runs two miles Or more, 
should strive first te acquire endurance 
ile can succeed by walking and by cross- 
country running. Then after he has got 
in shape, he should strive to maintain a 
certain pace, If he is going to run five 
miles he should learn to run his first 
mile in 4.35 and his second mile under 
ten minutes, T am told that there are 
not many men in this country who can 
run two miles under cen minutes, This 
is not because of their inability, But be- 
cause they do not train themselves right- 
ly.
